“not, we still have fn Washington an 


NRA organization of ‘atmost 2,500 em- 
ployees. It is ‘true that number Is 
probably only about one-fourth of the 
total. number on the NRA pay roll 
when General “Crack-Down” Johnson 
was at the heim and guiding the flight 
of the Blue Engle, but it was assumed 
at least that the. Supreme -court deci- 
sion made payments for the NRA pay 
roll {legal at the same time. Hoyvever, 


it has happened. that the administra-- 


tion has found money some place with 
which to pay this regiment: of: em- 
ployees who, as far ag-most observers 
in Washington can ascertain, have very 
lttle - constrictive “work-to—do..
